$16,000 to Deliver Two Letters 


Perhaps no two letters in history cost 
as much to deliver, carried such momen- 
tous messages, or had a more notable 
mailman to deliver them than did the 
pair exchanged recently between Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and Premier 
Joseph Stalin. 

Conservative aviation experts esti- 
mate that the two letters rolled up no 
less than $16,000 in actual transporta- 
tion expenses which does not include 
the salary or the living expenses of 
Joseph E. Davies, the former Ambassa- 
dor to Russia. Just what was in the 
communications will likely remain a 
military secret until the war is over. 


Record Breaker 


Flying the 2,445 miles from Burbank, 
Calif. to Washington D. C. in 6 hours 
and 58 minutes, at an average speed of 
327 miles an hour, the Lockheed Con- 
stellation set a new transcontinental 
speed record. It was the first of several 
to be delivered to the Army Air Forces. 
Powered by four Wright 2,200-horse- 
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power engines, the craft is the biggest 
land plane in the world. This 58- 
passenger luxury airliner in the Army 
service will be known as the C-69 and 
can carry 100 fully equipped soldiers. 


Future Luxury Liner 

The new Douglas DC-7 airliner has 
been designed as a “true overocean 
transport.” ‘The DC-7 will have a gross 
weight of 145,000 pounds. It will have 
a maximum capacity of eighty-six pas- 
sengers as a day plane and seventy-six as 
a sleeper, and eventually will have four 
3,000-horsepower engines. Its wing 
span is -173 feet, 3 inches. Its speed 
will be about 400 miles an hour when 
the large engines are available, and it 
will have a cruising range of about 4,000 


miles.

All the belligerent governments have

A Wondrous Type of Our Redemption 
The Blood on the Outside—The 
Leaven Removed—The Lamb 
Eaten Inside 


The Book of Exodus is the most 
wonderful book of types and shadows. 
The word Exodus is a Greek word, “Ek 
Cex)” means “out of,” and Odus is the 
Greek word for a “way.” So Exodus is 
“God’s way out of bondage.” The Book 
begins with groans, and ends with glory. 
It shows the children of Israel in bond- 
age, and concludes with them redeemed 
and God’s ‘Tabernacle in the midst. 
What happened to change them? It 
was this mighty 12th chapter which 
shows that through the shedding of 
blood there was a way out of bondage, 
and, thank God, we have a way out to- 
day! 

In the Passover There Were Two Main 
Scenes, The Outside Scene and 
The Inside Scene. 

First, let us take the outside scene. 
The children of Israel were in bondage; 
the taskmasters were hard and cruel. 
Their lives were bitter with hard bond- 
age; they were bound by an awful tyrant 
power, just as men are in bondage today. 
But God declared that He would get 
them out, and instructed Moses to tell 
the people to take a lamb without blem- 
ish, to be slain at a specific date. All this 
is true of Christ who is our passover. He 
was spotless; He was slain on the very 
month of the very day and the very hour 
of the day of the month that the Paschal 
Lamb died. Jesus Christ Himself was 
slain. The blood was to be disposed of 
in a special way. With a bunch of hyssop 
each door was to be sprinkled. ‘The in- 
mates of the blood-sprinkled house were 
sheltered, safe, secure, behind their 
blood-sprinkled portals. This is God’s 
picture of justification. We are saved 
from wrath through the death of God’s 
lamb, and by believing our hearts are 
sprinkled. The stroke fell on the lamb 
and those in the blood-sprinkled house 
were saved. In one single night God 
broke the bondage of centuries. This 
was Israel’s beginning, beginning of 
months, the birth of the nation. ‘They 
dated their history, as a nation, from 


the very time they sprinkled the blood.

This is true with. believers today. Our 
Spiritual birth begins when the blood is 
applied. In verse 22 they were instructed 
to abide under the blood until the morn- 
ing. Let us remain under the precious 
blood until the morning of His coming. 


The Inside Scene 


We have preached the passover and 
emphasized the outside scene, but it 
seems to me that we have not noticed 
the inside scene. Here we have the dis- 
posal of the flesh of the lamb. A feast 
is going on within each blood-sprinkled 
house. Notice the amount of detail that 
is given with regard to the lamb—first, 
it must be roast with fire, not sodden 
or eaten raw, but roast. Undoubtedly 
this sets forth the fierce sufferings, 
through which the Lamb of God passed 
in order to bring salvation to us. Again, 
notice verse four, if the household be 
too little for the lamb, get the neighbor in 
to help you to eat the lamb. This is 
glorious! It never for a moment suggested 
that the lamb was too little for the 
house, but it does say there is so much 
lamb that we need others to help us to 
eat. I am afraid of those people who 
shut themselves up in a corner and for- 
get the lost and needy. If we have such 
a great Saviour, let us do some soul 


winning and get others in to help us 


enjoy the Saviour. Eating the lamb is 
typical of Communion. The blood of the

lamb saves us from wrath, the flesh of 
the lamb sustains us, gives us strength 
to tread the Pilgrim Way. So our Saviour 
is our life as well as our salvation. Notice 
again in verses 9 and 10:—All the lamb 
is to be eaten. The head, the legs, and 
the inwards. We can feed upon a whole 
Saviour, and we shall need a whole 
Saviour as we tread this Pilgrim Way. 
Nothing of the lamb is to be left—if 
not eaten it shall be burned with fire. 
Why? It must not corrupt. It is written 
in Acts 2 that God would not suffer 
His Holy One to see corruption; and 
the flesh of the lamb must not putrefy. 
Again, verse 8 tells us it was to be eaten 
with unleavened bread. Leaven always 
types sin. The Israelite must search his 
house for leaven. It is not enough that 
the blood be upon the doorposts, if he is 
to eat the lamb, he must clean all leaven 
out of the house. I Corinthians 5:7 and 
8 says, “Let us keep the passover, not 
with the old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness, but 
with the unleavened bread of sincerity 
and truth.” You can’t eat the lamb with 
leavened bread, and neither can you 
commune with Christ if engaged in 
sinful things. What must we do? Put 
out the leaven, get rid of everything that 
is sinful. Do what the Jews do, have 
a leaven hunting expedition, but not 
in somebody else’s house—in your own 
house! We need to take a candle and 
search our own hearts for leaven. “Let 
him that nameth the name of Christ 
depart from iniquity.” 

Finally, verse 11 tells us that the pass- 
over must be eaten with girded loins and 
staff in hand. This is to teach us that 
all who eat the lamb must account them- 
selves pilgrims and strangers in this evil 
age awaiting the summons _ higher. 
Girded loins speak of readiness and 
detachment from earth. The staff in 
the hand is support for the journey. The 
shoes upon the feet signify that God 
provides our feet for the roughness of 
the way for those shoes lasted forty years. 
What a salvation! Under the blood, 
leaven cleaned out, and feasting on the 
lamb till we see His blessed face.

I believe that every opportunity af- 
forded to present the Biblical truths to 
boys and girls should be utilized. The 
boys and girls today are the church of 
tomorrow. Thus the spiritual life and 
power: of tomorrow's church depends 
largely upon the spiritual training and 
Scriptural foundation of those children 
today. Thoroughly train today’s chil- 
dren, lead them into rich relationships 
with Christ, and tomorrow’s church will 
not lack for spiritual leaders. So we 
can readily see that the future of the 
Church depends on the training our 
children xeceive today. 


We have found from experience that 
children need more training than is 
adequately provided by the Sunday 
School. If a child gets a full thirty 
minutes each Sunday for fifty-two Sun- 
days in the year, which is hardly poss- 
ible, he will only get a year’s total of 
twenty-six hours. In our public schools 
of secular education a child gets at least 
twenty-five hours and more often thirty 
hours in a single week. Also in Sunday 
School, attendance is not as regular as 
in public schools because it is not com- 
pulsory; consequently children are ab- 
sent several Sundays in the year. To 
make up for this deficiency in Biblical 
instruction it is necessary as well as 
advisable to have a Daily Vacation Bible 
School during the summer vacations 
for at least two weeks and for four 
weeks if possible. 

Another reason for Daily Vacation 
Bible School is the lack of Bible train- 
ing in the homes and public schools. 
The family altar and time of worship 
in the home used to be an important 
feature of family life, but today it is al- 
most unknown. Even the most devout 
of Pentecostal people have begun to 
neglect this important time of instruc- 
tion and worship in the home. Since the 
Bible has been taken out of the public 
school, and evolution taught in its place, 
the children need more than ever a 
foundation in the Word of God to with- 


stand the snare of Satan. 


The D.V.B.S. furnishes the boys and 
girls an opportunity for concentrated 
study in the Bible, not once a week but 
every day for a period of from two to 
six weeks. This gives the child a chance 


to get a larger knowledge of the Bible 
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in a shorter length of time. The chil- 
dren are not only helped, but their par- 
ents are also helped. Many parents 
have been saved and brought into the 
church because their children were 
saved in D.V.B.S. Lives have been set 
aside, consecrated to the ministry, 
through faithful D.V.B.S. workers. God 
bless this great ministry and may it con- 
tinue to grow. 

I have also found that D.V.B.S. gives 
the church an opportunity to get into 
the homes of parents that have prev- 
iously shown little interest in Sunday 
School or church. It also gives the 
pastor and Sunday School superintend- 
ent an opportunity to put willing work- 
ers in the church to work. If they can- 
not teach they can help with the wood- 
work or craft work of some kind. If this 
is not their talent perhaps they can help 
as visitors in the homes to encourage 
the boys and girls and their parents. 
There are other important fields of labor 
such as secretarial work, cutting out and 
coloring of flannelgraph pictures, trans- 
portation to and from the school, and 
of course the two fields in which every- 
one can help, praying, and giving of 
finances. 

The vacation school has proved its 
worth time and again as a means of win- 
ning and holding young people for 
Christ. The results are so very gratify- 
ing. Therefore for Christ’s sake and the 
sake of the Church of tomorrow and for 
your child’s sake, every community and 
especially every Pentecostal Church 
should conduct a Daily Vacation Bible 
School this year.

(Editor’s Note: How are we to know 
the spurious from the genuine? How 
are we to distinguish between the super- 
natural workings of Satan and the super- 
natural workings of God? It is in an- 
swer to these puzzling questions that 
this. timely sermon is reprinted. ) 


Next we ask you to read some of the 
Lord’s own words, spoken while He 
was in the flesh, as recorded in Matt. 
7:2-23. Here we find, not a few but 
“many” using the name of the Lord to 
prophesy, to cast out demons. and to 
do many wonderful works. Yet Jesus 
professes, “I never knew you.” Notice 
the past tense of the verb “to know.” 
This precludes the possibility of His 
having once known them, from which 
blessed state they might have fallen. 
No, there never was a time, even when 
they were doing their mightiest works, 
in the name of the Lord, that He knew 
them. Moreover, the Lord brands all 
their works, even though good in them- 
selves, as works of “iniquity.” ‘They 
were even casting out demons, and thus 
working directly against their master the 
devil, but Satan is not averse to work- 
ing against himself for the time being, 
if thereby he may deceive the unwary. 
Observe that this sort of thing was 
popular, for there were “many” work- 
ing at it. 

Come with me now to John 11:49-53. 
Could words possibly be more sublimely 
true than the prophecy uttered here? A 
prophecy foretelling the blessed aton- 
ing death of Christ for the whole world. 
Yet, they were uttered by the chief con- 
spirator who even then was plotting the 
death of Jesus. “And this spake he not 
of himself.” Certainly not! No man in 
the natural, much less a murderer such 
as we have here, could have spoken such 
divine words; it was the Spirit of proph- 
ecy speaking through the High Priest. 
But notice the effect of this prophecy 
upon the hearers as recorded in verse 53. 
“From that day forth, they took counsel 
together for to put Him to death.” Such 
mighty words, and so true, yet because 
their hearts were evil, instead of mov- 
ing them to repentance and compassion, 
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they hardened their hearts further in 
their murderous designs. Such is often 
the effect of the wrong use of spiritual 
gifts. 

Again we say, here are some more 
things hard to be understood concern- 
ing which we need to beware in these 
evil days. Seeing that these things be 
true, is it to be wondered at that false 
prophets arise, uttering great prophetic 
truths, in the name of our blessed Lord, 
and even under the Spirit’s anointing, 
but with evil design in their hearts? See 
Phil, We 15-16. 

Once more we call your attention to 
1 Cor. 1:4-7. Here Paul says of the Cor- 
inthian church (1): “Ye are enriched 
by him, in all utterances, and in all 
knowledge.” (2): “The testimony of 
Christ was confirmed in you.” (3): “Ye 
come behind in no gift.” Ye are (4) 
“waiting for the coming of our Lord, 
Jesus Christ.” If some God-sent mess- 
enger should say such things of us or 
our assembly, we would be inclined to 
think that we were just about right, 
would we not? But look again at chap- 
ter 3:1-4. Here the same Paul, who 
commends them so highly in a previous 
chapter, is now saying that he could not 
speak unto them “as unto spiritual but 


as unto carnal,” and he implies that 


they are yet babes. Why were they 
carnal babes? Because of the divisions 
among them. Do you happen to know 
of some Pentecostal assemblies in the 
same fix today? Yet these Corinthians 
came behind in no gift (Ch. 1:7). 


We are inclined to look upon those 
who exercise spiritual gifts with more 
respect, and to consider them more 
spiritual than others; then when we see 
them doing unscriptural things it puzzles 
us, and unfortunately, some are even 
caused to stumble thereby. But the con- 
clusion from the foregoing is inevit- 
able that the exercise of spiritual gifts 
ALONE in a believer, or an assembly, 
does not make that ‘individual or as- 
sembly spiritual. Yea, more! From what 
has thus far been written, the exercise 
of spiritual gifts ALONE, with no 
checks or counter-balances, is a danger- 
ous thing to an individual, or an as- 


sembly. As Pastor Donald Gee aptly 
states it, “They are proofs of the muni- 
ficence of the Giver, not of the holiness 
of the receiver.” All of the above brings 
us now to a study of the second portion 
of our text in Matt. 7:16 which per- 
tains to the fruits by which we may 
know them. 

Lest some opponents of Pentecost and 
the exercise of spiritual gifts should seek 
to take comfort in what has already 
been written, let us state here that we, 
personally, stand squarely on the Pente- 
costal teaching in the matter of spiritual 
gifts. We believe that God raised up the 
Pentecostal: movement to restore these 
gifts to the church—especially the speak- 
ing with other tongues. We are happy 
to number ourselves with Paul, and 
other Pentecostal brethren, who testify 
that they speak in tongues. We are con- 
vinced that there is nothing quite °so 


‘dry as an individual, or an assembly, 


who once had an experience along Pen- 
tecostal lines, but who does not have 
a fresh daily manifestation of the Spirit. 
Moreover the Scriptures unequivocally 
endorse our position thus. 

“Concerning spiritual gifts I would 
not have you ignorant” (1 Cor. 12:1). 
“The manifestation of the Spirit is given 
to every man to profit withal” (1 Cor. 
12:7). God hath set spiritual gifts in 
the church” (1 Cor. 12:28). “Covet 
earnestly the best gifts” (1 Cor. 12:31). 
“Desire spiritual gifts, but rather that ye 
may prophesy” (1 Cor. 14:1). “I would 
that ye all spake with tongues, but 
rather that ye prophesied” (1 Cor. 14:5). 
“I thank my God that I speak with 
tongues more than ye all” (1 Cor. 14: 
39). “Covet to prophesy, and forbid not 
to speak with tongues” (1 Cor. 14:39). 
“Despise not prophesyings” 1 Thess. 
9:20). “Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee” (1 ‘Tim. 4:14). “Stir up the gift 
of God, which is in thee” (2 Tim. 1:6). 

In view of these plain statements of 
Scripture regarding the desirability of 
spiritual gifts, no one need turn away 
from them as unnecessary, even though 
some may abuse their use. There is 
good authority for their proper use and 
plenty of Scripture whereby we may 
determine the false. These we shall 
now proceed to study. 

Turn now to the second text with 
which we began this message in 2 Peter 


3:16-17. Peter is here speaking of cer-

Report on the Convention of the 
National Association of Evangelicals 


The convention held in Columbus, 
Ohio, this year had a fine evangelistic 
and spiritual trend due to the fine 
messages of a number of able ministers, 
beginning with the opening address 
of the President, Doctor Ockenga, who 
brought a stirring challenge to the con- 
vention. Christ was exalted, evangelism 
in the power of the Holy Spirit was 
stressed, and the great fundamental 
doctrines of the church were held in 
the forefront. 

The membership of the N.A.E. is 
now over 800,000 with still other or- 
ganizations expected to come in soon. 
There is a need for such a Protestant 
organization from a national standpoint 
to present a united front to the Govern- 
ment and to modernism. It is my con- 
viction that the organization should 
handle such major issues common to all 
as will bring results from the Govern- 
ment and public press in the interest 
of the church both at home and abroad, 
and should operate solely on that basis. 
I am also convinced that what is needed 
more than ever is another outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit which will empower 
men with a passion for Christ and souls, 
which neither education or organization 
can do. J am thankful for every forward 


move in the Protestant ranks that will 
bring an awakening to the need of 
Christ and His power. Let us pray 
much that the N.A.E. will not just be- 
come a great machine of organization 
but that the Holy Spirit will be its 
motivating power to stir evangelistic 
fervor and zeal in the church, on the 
air, and for the mission field. Many 
work study groups were held relative to 
radio, evangelism, Christian education, 
missions, juvenile delinquency, service 
men’s work, moral and social reform, 


and Sunday School work. An all night 
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of prayer was a feature. of the conven- 
tion and was well attended. 

Doctor Marston, Bishop of the Free 
Methodist organization, was elected 
the new President of the N.A.E. Our 
own Brother Flower, Secretary- Treasurer 
of the General Council at Springfield, 
is one of the executive directors. ‘There 
were 43 delegates of the Assemblies of 
God present, and it might be said we 
were the second largest group represent- 
ed. The Northern California and 
Nevada District Council was represent- 
ed by two delegates appointed by the 
General Council, namely, R. J. Thur- 
mond, District Superintendent, and 
L. R. Keys from Glad Tidings Temple 
and Bible Institute. We were accom- 
panied to the convention by Brother 
Victor Sanderson of San Francisco who 
journeyed to Springfield for a Service 
Men’s Conference. 

It was a pleasure to associate with 
ministers of other groups who are 
thoroughly fundamental, though differ- 
ing widely on some theological points, 
and yet willing to forget issues to present 
a united Protestant front. However, we 
must be true to our faith and not com- 
promise on the doctrine of baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, and all it entails, 
among ourselves. The “stigma” attached 
to Pentecost must not be done away 
with as the Holy Spirit is received by 
the believer with the evidence of speak- 
ing in other tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance. Education, organization, per- 
sonality and everything conventional is 
submerged and deluged in the power of 
the Holy Ghost until the question is 
asked, “What meaneth this?” and _ be- 
lievers go forth endued with power from 
on High to lead people to Christ.

tain things “hard to be understood.” 
Certainly the foregoing contains things 
hard to be understood. Since they occur 
in our Pentecostal movement of today, 
we as Christian workers in this Council, 
should not ignore them, but must face 
them squarely, and moreover must seek 
to explain them to others. It will not 
do to laugh them off, or neglect to deal 
with them for fear of grieving the Spirit 
of God, or perhaps the spirit of some 
trouble maker in the assembly. Fearless- 
ly, kindly, but none the less firmly, we 
must deal with them. 

Peter warns against certain “un- 
learned and unstable” who wrest the 
Scriptures in trying to understand and 
explain to others these things hard to 
be understood. Against such he bids us, 
“Beware lest ye also, being led away 
with the error of the wicked, fall from 
your own steadfastness.” We believe 
that these hard things may be under- 
stood by striking a proper balance be- 
tween the “gifts” and the “fruit” of the 
Spirit. As Pastor Donald Gee so aptly 
puts it, “It is surely not without signific- 
ance that the number of the gifts of the 
Spirit is perfectly balanced by the num- 
ber of the fruit. There are nine of each, 
and the comparison reminds us at once 
of the absolute necessity for gifts and 
fruit to balance each other in the life 
and character of the Spirit-filled be- 
liever. Fruit differs from gifts in that 
fruit comes as a result of a life within, 
but gifts occur as a result of a bestowal 
from without.”

Just a slip of paper 
burned, but think of the labor, the 
heartaches, the worries, the sacrifices 
that have been made that this paper 
might be destroyed.. Such was the oc- 
casion at Calvary Tabernacle in Soledad 
on Monday afternoon, April 24. 

R. J. Renfroe, District Secretary, was 
invited to officiate in the afternoon and 
to be the evening speaker. The church 
in Soledad is a lovely little stucco struc- 
ture built about five years ago. It seats 
around 150. 

The church was started in January, 
1935, by Brother and Sister Arthur 
Adams. Meetings were first held in a 
small building on Main Street. Billy 
Adams held a revival for the first few 
weeks. There were several pastors who 
served a short time: Brother and Sister 
Huddleston, Brother and Sister Wise, 
Sister Seale and Sister Moore. Brother 
Gordon Shannon was there for five 
years. The church was organized and | 
afhliated with the Assemblies of God | | 
September 16, 1938. 

The present building was built in 
February, 1939; after actual construc- 
tion began it took less than a month 
to finish it. This was made possible by 
the help of the Assembly of God church 
in Salinas and the townspeople of 
Soledad. 

The present pastor, Stanley Walsh, 
began his ministry there as successor to 
Brother Gaddis. The Sunday School 
outgrew its facilities; so in 1943 a barn 
on the property was converted into an 
auditorium with classrooms opening 
onto it. Recently a neon sign saying 
“Jesus Saves” has been put on the 
church. 

Many good revivals have been held 
and souls have been won for the Lord. 
We pray that this church will continue 
to proclaim the glad news till Jesus 
comes.

Last Minute Suggestions for D.V.B.S. 


Of course you are going to have a 
Daily Vacation Bible School at your 
church this summer... and that with 
greater success than ever! 

Not only is Daily Vacation Bible 
School an opportunity being encour- 
aged by war working parents; but has 
also become an “essential” backed even 
by civil authorities. 


First: Your teaching staff should be 
selected. In this respect you may have 
to use emergency measures. In some 
cases you may have to get someone who 
cannot teach, to care for someone’s baby 
who can teach; or you may have to train 
some high school or college girls; or 
perhaps you will find it necessary to 
alternate with part-time teachers. 


Second: Get those teachers together 
and select your Bible School material; 
plan your D.V.B.S. program; prepare 
classrooms and classroom facilities. Then 
together, AIM! . . . By that, I mean, set 
a goal—“every teacher an evangelist; 
every teacher a soul winner; a certain 
percentage of each department definite- 
ly won to Christ . . .” 

Make your D.V.B.S. a definite ob- 
ject of prayer always. . . . Remember, 
you are laboring together with God. 

Give your teaching staff an opportun- 
ity to acquaint themselves with the 
Bible Study material before the starting 
date, also an opportunity to prepare 
some visual aid to accompany the lessons. 


Third: Advertise! Be sure your com- 
munity knows about your D.V.B.S. 
you should draw from many un- 
churched homes this summer. 

“Catchy invitations” passed out by 
the children themselves, is good adver- 
tising. Place a good-sized sign over the 
door of the church where the school is 
to be held. Word the sign so as to catch 
the attention and interest of the boys 
and girls especially. Place some attrac- 
tive posters around in the store windows 
of your city. Some ribbons or buttons 
worn by the boys and girls will help. 

Your D.V.B.S. program should be 
snappy and to the point—without a dull 
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moment, if possible. ‘This 

should include: 

1. Good choruses. 

2. Prayer, and Reverence for God, His 
Book, His Name, and His House. 

. Decision Services. 

. Scripture Memory Work (with mem- 
ory trophies or memory reminders, if 
possible ). 

. A Bible Study Lesson Cwith visual 
aid). 

6. Hand work. 

7. Recreation. 

8. A D.V.B.S. program at the conclu- 

sion of the school, for the parents. 

9. A picnic or rewards may be used for 

incentives. 
Here is a suggested program outline: 
9 a.m. to 9:30. General Assembly at 
Worship 

(singing, prayer, and announcements ) 

9:30 to 9:45. Scripture Memory 
eriod. 
9:45 to 10:15. Bible Study lesson.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL

STUDY VI 


The Mental Madness of Nebuchadnezzar 
and the Resultant Conversion of the King. 


Chapter 4 

This chapter was the subject of dis- 
cussion in the last of these studies, and 
under the fifth main division, “THE 
SALUTARY EFFECT UPON THE 
KING,” the statement was made that 
this heading will be discussed in de- 
tail in the next issue. aie 
We have seen how Nebuchadnezzar 
was warned a full year before the calam- 
ity overtook him, and also how Daniel 
faithfully exhorted him to “break off his 
sins by righteousness and his iniquities 
by showing mercy to the poor.” The 
king was warned by means of a most 
remarkable dream. It seems quite evi- 
dent that he knew that the dream fore- 
boded disaster of some kind and that 
it related specifically to himself. He 
dreamed that he saw “a tree in the 
midst of the earth, and the height 
thereof was great. The tree grew, and 
was strong, and the height thiereof 
reached unto heaven, and the leaves 
thereof were fair, and the fruit thereof 
much: the beasts of the field had 
shadow under it, and the fowls of the 
heavens dwelt in the boughs thereof, 
and all flesh was fed of it.” The king 
must have been greatly impressed, and 
in his dream he may have wondered 
what this strange sight could mean. As 
he looked he saw a supernatural being 
described as “a watcher and a holy one 
come down from heaven: he cried aloud, 
and said thus, Hew down the tree, and 
cut off his branches,’—mark the pro- 
nouns “his” and “him,” making it clear 
to the dreamer that the tree was de- 
signed to represent a man, and Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s own description of the 
tree was such as to indicate that he 
must have known that there was no 
person in the whole world aside from 
himself that it could have represented, 
—“shake off his leaves, and scatter his 
fruit: let the beasts get away from under 
it, and the fowls from his branches: 
nevertheless leave the stump of his 
roots in the earth, even with a band of 
iron and brass, in the tender grass of the 
field; and let it be wet with the dew of 
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heaven, and let his portion be with the 
beasts in the grass of the earth: let his 
heart be changed from man’s,”—-words 
which were certainly proof, if up until 
this time it had been lacking, that the 
tree represented a man,—“and let a 
beast’s heart be given unto him; and let 
seven times pass over him.” By “seven 
times” we understand seven years. This 
is the view held by all scholars. The 
period of the tribulation, Daniel’s seven- 
tieth week (9:27) will be a period of 
seven years, the last half of which, “a 
time and times, and the dividing of 
time” (7:25), will be the period of the 
great tribulation, the forty-two months 
of Rev. 13:5, the “time, and times, and 
half a time” of Rev. 12:14, three and 
one half years “a thousand two hundred 
and threescore days” (Rev. 11:3). The 
seven ‘yéars during which Nebuchad- 
nezzar was deprived of his reason, living 
in a demented condition, are regarded 
by some as foreshadowing the seven 
years of the rule of Antichrist at the time 
of the end. Dr. Clarence Larkin says, 
“Nebuchadnezzar’s insanity lasted for 
seven years, for that is what the ‘Seven 
‘Times’ mean. The period is not with- 
out its prophetical significance. It does 
not signify the length of the “Times of 
the Gentiles,’ for a “Time’ is not a period 
of 360 years, but only one year. See 
chapter nine. The ‘Seven Times’ fore- 
shadow the ‘Seven Years’ of the rule of 
the Antichrist, or the ‘Seventieth Week’ 
of Daniel’s ‘Seventy Weeks,’ when the 
‘One that hindereth—-the Holy Spirit, 
shall have left the earth, having gone 
back with the Church, and when men 
in their madness and bestiality will act 
like beasts, and give their service and 
worship to Antichrist, that John in the 
Apocalypse calls “THE BEAST.” 
Mark the significance of verse seven- 
teen, “This matter is by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones: to the intent that 
the living may know that the Most High 
tuleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever He will, and 
setteth up over it the basest of men,” or, 
as Moffat renders it, “the lowest of 
mankind.” The words were evidently 
designed to show Nebuchadnezzar that, 
although he was the mightiest monarch 


on the face of the earth, and very great 
in the eyes of humanity, and in his own 
eyes, he was in reality exactly what God 
regarded him as being,—“the lowest of 
mankind.” Therefore he had nothing 
to be proud of. That was the great les- 
son, the outstanding lesson he was to 
be taught by the humiliating experience 
he was going to have to go through. 
Dr. Larkin says that “from verse 
seventeen we learn that there is in heav- 
en a ‘Court,’ known as the ‘court of the 
watchers or holy ones,’ and that it was by 
a ‘decree of that Court to which the 
case of Nebuchadnezzar had been re- 
ferred, that he was condemned to live 
as a ‘beast’ for a period of seven years.” 
We are afforded in this book of Daniel 
several very significant glances into the 
heavenly world, and are thus enabled to 
get some conception of the method God 
follows in governing His world. He evi- 
dently follows a very thoroughly wrought 
out system; nothing is left to chance; 
the organization which He has formed 
is very complete and thorough. And it 
would seem that Satan who before His 
fall was quite intimately associated with 
God in this plan of divine government, 
occupying, it would appear, the most 
prominent place next to God Himself, 
has followed, in so far as he has been 
able to do so, the divine plan, so that 
the kingdom of darkness is a thorough- 
ly organized kingdom, and very care- 
fully wrought out plans are followed in 
the effort, on the part of Satan, to 
hinder the progress of divine truth and 
disrupt, and ultimately defeat, if poss- 
ible the divine purposes. There seems 
to be a very distinct reference to this 
fact in Ephesians 4:14, where the words 
rendered,—“whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive” (Gr. pros teen methodeian 
tees planees), when literally rendered, 
read, “with a view to the methodization 
of the error,” or, as rendered in the 
Con. Ver., “with a view to the systema- 
tizing of the deception,” the word ren- 
dered “systematizing” being methodeian 
which means methodization. The 
thought that is set forth is that wicked 
men, acting under the domination of an 
evil power, endeavor to reduce their 
efforts to lead souls astray into a method- 
ical system that will operate with clock- 
like precision. We know that the plans 
of God, when unhindered, thus operate, 
and Satan evidently learned much from 
God when he was a servant of the Most 
High, “the anointed cherub that cov- 
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ereth” (Ezek. 28:14). God has a great 
host of heavenly beings who act under 
His commands, and it appears that Dr. 
Larkin is right in the conclusion to 
which he came relative to the existence 
of a Court that he calls the “Court of 
the Watchers.”
